Substantial  progress  has  been  made  in  the  Comprehensive 
Water  Scheme,  and  should  material  continue  to  arrive  as  during  the  year  1951 
it  is  anticipated  that  Stage  1  will  be  completed  in  1952.  ' 


Trunk  Mains.  By  the  end  of  the  year  36. 16  miles  of  6”  to  15u  trunk  main 
had  been  completed.  Uniting  the  boreholes  at  Rushhrooke  and  Ixworth  with 
the  towers  at  Bradfield  St.  Clare,  Button  Haugh  and  Stowlangtof t .  There 
remained  only  4  miles  of  this  primary  12"  main  to  be  laid  to  connect 
Depden  Reservoir  to  Risby  borehole,  and  work  on  this  section  was  making 
good  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year.

The  Depden  Reservoir  construction  was  commenced  during  the  year  and  by 
December  the  concrete  base  had  been  laid  and  steel  erection  for  the 
walls  was  proceeding,, 


The  laying  of  mains  into  Pakenham  f^om  Ixworth  increased  the  demand 
from  the  small  Ixworth  waterworks,  and  the  consumption  figure  for  the 
Pakenham  area  was  increasing  towards  the  end  of  the  year  as  the  new 
Council  estate  became  occupied* 


As  a  result  of  the  completion  of  Bradfield  St.  Clare  Water  Tower,  with 


its  250,000  gallon  capacity,  it  became 


iibli 


to  close  down  the 

Bradfield  St.  George  and  Whelnetham  waterworks  and  use  water  from  uhe 
Rushbrooke  borehole  by  installing  a  submersible  pump  from  stock.  This 
pump,  with  an  output  of  10,000  gallons  per  hour,  thus  superceded  pumps 


at  Bradfield  and  Whelnetham  whose  total  output  was  7? 000  gallons  per 


soluble  iron 


hour.  Furthermore,  the  water  from  Rushbrooke  is  free  from 
and  much  more  palatable  than  either  of  the  other  supplies.  A  Wallace 


and  Tiernan  chlorinator  was  install; 


Rushbrooke,  and  testing  for 


residual  chlorine  carried  out  regularly 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  water  was  being  supplied  to  the 
Thedwastre  R.D.C.  and  also  to  Melford  R.B.C.  at  the  rate  of  approximately 
43,000  gallons  per  day. 


Distribution  Mains  Extensions  -  1951 • 


(a)  The  4"  extension  to  Rougham  Green  was  completed  early  in  the  year 
by  direct  labour  -  900  yards. 

(b)  A  6If  main  was  laid  from  Ixworth  into  Pakenham  and  a  4W 
distribution  extension  into  the  village  street  -  5? 084  yards. 

(c)  A  4"  extension  was  laid  from  the  trunk  main  at  Whepstead,  Melon 
Green  -  379  yards. 


A  3W  main  laid  during  1946  in  Freewood  Stree 
became  very  defective  due  to  soil  corrosion  on 
pipe  .and  350  yards  had  to  be  relaid.

(ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.  After  considerable  delay,  due  to  the  non¬ 
delivery  of  pumping  machinery  the  sewerage  system  for  the  village  of  Ixworth 
came  into  operation  in  November  1951* 

Although  the  Council  makes  no  contribution  towards  the  cost  of  connection 
to  the  sev/er  the  response  was  encouraging,  applications  for  connection 
having  been  received  in  good  numbers  at  the  end  of  the  year.  All  connection:; 
to  the  sewer  are  made  by  the  Council’s  staff,  which  ensures  that  the  sewers 
are  protected  from  damage  by  inexperienced  workmen. 

The  sewer  in  this  village  should  prove  a  great  asset  in  that  the 
village  is  closely  built  up  and  most  premises  lack  sufficient  rear  space. 

Many  houses  have  had  difficulty  in  disposing  of  pail  closet  contents,  due  to 
lack  of  garden  space  and  others  have  had  cesspools  within  a  few  feet  of  the 
rear  house  door# 

Eight  new  connections  were  made  to  the  Barrow  sev/er s,  but  progress  in 
this  village  has  been  very  slow. 

Small  sev/age  disposal  plants  have  been  constructed  at  each  of  the  new 
housing  sites  and  these,  together  with  the  larger  village  works  now  total  26? 
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Two  men,  equipped  with  a  small  open  truck*  continued  to  maintain 
the  works  and  sewers  throughout  the  year,  and  also' be  responsible  for 
grass  cutting  on  housing  sites,  hedging  and  ditching.  This  has  proved 
a  most  efficient  and  useful  arrangement 0 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  properties  on  sewers  in 
each  parish  -  total  412,  The  bracketted  figures  indicate  the  1951 
increase  of  27  and  consequently  sewerage  extensions  during  the  year. 


CESSPOOL  EMPTYING-.  The  cesspool  emptying  service  has  grown 
considerably  since  its  inception  in  1948,  so  much  so  that  during  1951 
nearly  four  times  as  many  cesspools  were  emptied  as  during  1949 «  The 
vehicle  used  is  a  Scamrnel  Mechanical  horse  with  a  tank  trailer.  It 
was  observed  that  the  motive  unit  was  severely  strained  to  pull  this 
load  under  the  arduous  conditions  in  which  it  has  to  work.  The  Council 
agreed  to  purchase  a  more  powerful  unit  manufactured  by  harrier  Ltd, 
and  this  should  be  delivered  during  March  1952. 

The  delivery  of  this  vehicle  will  enable  cesspools  to  be  emptied 
on  any  day  of  the  week,  and  will  also  give  a  safeguard  to  the  refuse 
service  should  there  be  a  breakdown.  Both  refuse  and  cesspool  services 
are  thus  well  provided.

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.  No  further  undue  pollution  was  observed  during 
1951  of  the  River  Ouse,  the  River  Lark  or  its  Pakenham-Ixworth 
tributary. 

3*(i)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.  Most  working  class  houses  in  the  District 
have  pail  closets,  the  emptying  of  which  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
tenant.  The  number  of  vault  closets  in  the  District  is  exceedingly 
small • 

As  will  be  noted  from  the  Table  on  this  page  412  houses  were  on 
sewers  by  the  end  of  1951?  an  increase  of  27  houses  during  the  year. 
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(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  The  Council  continued  to  operate  a  weekly 
service  of  refuse  collection  in  Ixworth,  Barrow,  Great  Barton,  Hopton, 
Stanton  and  Pakenham.  Thus,  approximately  25%  of  the  population  have  a 
regular  collection  weekly.  The  Balance  have  a  fortnightly  service. 

Two  vehicles  are  used,  a  Scamrnel  Barrier  loader  -15  cu^ds.  and  a 
Dennis  12  Cu.  yd.  side  load.  The  former  operates  the  areas  within 
eight  miles  of  the  Rougham  Depot,  whilst  the  more  speedy  Dennis  is  used 
for  the  outlying  parishes. 

Because  of  the  proximity  of  the  Sicklesmere  pit  to  houses,  and  the 
fact  that  refuse  v\ras  approaching  the  property,  it  became  necessary 
during  the  year  to  procure  an  alternative.  Jin  ideal  pit,  capable  of 
being  used  for  a  great  number  of  years, was  procured  in  the  Nowton  area 
and  the  Sicklesmere  pit  sealed  over. 

Nowton  is  now  the  most  important  tip  in  the  area,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  in  the  future  it  may  be  possible  to  dispense  with  the  other  tips  at 
Stanton,  Ixworth  and  Livermore,  and  use  only  this  one. 

At  the  moment  this  is  somewhat  difficult,  since  the  adoption  of  such 
a  scheme  would  necessitate  the  use  of  large  capacity  vehicles  having  one 
load  daily.  It  is  however,  an  objective  worth  pursuing,  since  the 
maintenance  of  tips  in  good  condition  becomes  more  difficult  and  costly 
in  proportion  to  the  number  used.  Since  the  Scheme’s  inception  in  1946 
it  has  been  possible  to  reduce  the  number  of  pits  used  from  8  to  4*

(iv)  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES.  33  visits  wore  made  to  food  shops. 
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^.(v)  CAMP  I NG  SITES.  With  the  re-use  of  the  Shepherd’s  Grove 
Airfield  hy  the  Americans  a  housing  problem  appeared  in  the  Stanton- 
Hepv/orth  area*  This  is  being  solved  by  the  Americans  with  caravans, 
which  have  appeared  in  considerable  numbers.  Generally,  they  are  of 
good  appearance  and  well  maintained.  A  large  percentage  is  stationed 
on' land  under  the  control  of  the  Military  Authorities. 

The  Council  considered  the  laying  out  of  a  caravan  site  in  Fornham 
Park,  Pornham  St.  Geneveve,  but  the  project  could  not  be  carried  out 
because  of  the  refusal  of  the  owner  to  dispose  of  the  land. 

The  sites  in  use  in  the  area  are  generally  satisfactory.

(vii)  SWIMMING  BATHS.  There  are  no  swimming  baths  in  the  District, 
but  a  swimming  bath  is  available  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  which  is 
surrounded  by  our  Area,  and  at  Newmarket  and  Stowmarket. 

(viii)  ERADICATION  OP  BED  BUGS.  No  case  of  bed  bug  infestation 
was  reported  or  discovered  during  the  year.

ICB-CRE^M.  At  the  end  of  1951  there  were  13  Ice-cream  dealers  in 
the  District.  They  receive  ice-cream  from  large  manufacturers  as 
wrapped  blocks,  wrapped  bricks  or  in  covered  cartons.  They  keep  the 
ice-cream  in  closed  cabinet  refrigerators,  and  sell  the  ice-cream  in 
the  wrappings  or  packings  in  which  it  is  received. 

There  is  no  manufacturer  of  ice-cream  in  the  District, 

BREMERS.  The  survey  of  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  facilities 
at  public  houses  has  led  to  further  improvements  being  effected  by 
brewers,  such  as  stainless  steel  bar  sinks,  electric  hot  water 
geysers  and  drainage.  Further  improvements  are  in  progress  and  it 
should  be  recorded  that  the  brewers  have  proved  most  co-operative 
in  this  matter. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1950,  Section  15  -  Bye-laws.  The  Council  made 
bye-laws  under  the  above  net  for  securing  the  observance  of  sanitary 
and  cleanly  conditions  and  practices  in  connection  v/ith  the  handling, 
wrapping  and  delivery  of  food,  and  the  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air, 

A  copy  of  the  bye-laws  was  sent  to  all  food  traders  in  the 
District.  Inspections  regarding  observance  of  the  bye-laws  are  made 
during  routine  visits  to  food  premises.  In  general  the  bye-laws  are 
observed  and  no  legal  action  has  so  far  been  necessary,
